Ford Considers Scrapping 
Nation’s Welfare System 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — President Ford is con­ 
sidering scrapping most of the nation's welfare system 
and substituting a guaranteed fam ily income plan. 
Assistant Press Secretary Larry Speakes said Friday 
that Ford has circulated the proposal for com m ent am ong 
government officials but has not decided w hether to send 
it to Congress. 
The tentative “ income supplem ent program ,” drafted 
at Ford’s request, would replace three welfare programs 
which Ford considers w asteful and inflationary-food 
stamps, aid to dependent children and supplemental 
security income for the aged, blind and disabled 
These would be replaced by a governm ent cash 
payment of $3,600 a year to a family of four having no 
other income. If a. fam ily m em ber finds work, the 
payment would continue until the family income reached 
$7,200. 
The proposal seem ed to follow the general lines of 
guaranteed income plans supported under other names 
and with different features by form er President R ichard 
Nixon and Sen. George S. McGovern, the 1972 Democratic 
presidential candidate. 
The Nixon adm inistration’s 
“ Fam ily 
A ssistance 
Plan” passed the House, with the backing of Ford, then 
House Republican floor leader, but died in the Senate. It 
provided $2,400 a year for a family of four. One criticism 
leveled against it by D em ocrats was that no fam ily could 
live on that am ount. 
President Lyndon B. Johnson also supported income 
guarantee proposals in various areas but never sent a 
proposal to Congress.

Ford Motor Co. To Close 
Three Assembly Plants

idling 13.000 workers —1,000 of 
them indefinitely.

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Unemployment Jumps To Six 
Per Cent, Three Year High 


WASHINGTON 
(U P I) 
— 
A nother 
200,000 
A m ericans 
were out of jobs in October as 
unemployment rose to 6 per 
cent —the worst in three years. 
O ctober’s unemployment rate 
climbed two-ten tus of 1 per cent 
over the 5.8 per cent recorded 
in September. That translates 
to some 5 5 million persons out 
of work last month, according 
to 
the 
Labor 
D epartm ent's 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. 
The figures show only one out 
of every three persons seeking 
employment last year actually 
found work 
AFL-CIO President 
George 
Meany said the job situation 
was even worse than reported 
because the governm ent’s job 
statistics 
did 
not 
include 
“ m assive layoffs” announced 
late in October. 
Ford Motor Co. announced 
Friday it will lay off 13,000 
workers next week, including 
1,000 “ indefinitely.” 
The grim job picture also 
fueled fears that the nation is 
in 
the grip of a 
deepening 
economic recession 


However, Commerce Secre­ 
tary Frederick B. Dent said 
inflation —not unemployment 
was

the

economic problem 
Some 1.4 million persons have 
lost their jobs since October of 
1973, before the oil em bargo, 
when unemployment was only 
4.6 per cent. 
Unemployment last reached 6 
per cent in November of 1971 
during a mild recession It hit 
7.1 per cent 13 years ago during 
the 1960-61 recession.

Students Call For Book Return 


CHARLESTON, W. Va (UPI) - Some high school 
students, upset over a nine-week parental protest against 
“dirty" textbooks, have called for the books to be 
returned to the classrooms. “We have been denied the' 
right to a free education," said a statem ent Friday from 
W’yatt Hanna, student body president at Stonewall 
Jackson High School. “We have been the victims of the 
lowest form of expression of any society - and that is 
violence.” Stonewall and other schools placed newspaper 
ads calling for a return of new tests which were removed 
from the Kanawha County schools several weeks ago in a 
ban-the-books crusade which has provoked shootings, 
bombings and other violence. 


Question Raised In Kent Court 


CLEVELAND (UPI) — The question of whether Ohio 
National Guardsmen “huddled" shortly before they fired 
upon Kent State University students arose Friday at the 
trial of eight former guardsmen. Michael Glaser, a Kent 
State teaching fellow when four students were killed and 
nine wounded May 4, 1970, testified he saw guardsmen 
“gathered like in a huddle" on a football field before they 
straggled up a hill where some turned and fired. In cross 
examination, Glaser said he did not know if the huddling 
guardsmen were the same men w'ho shortly before had 
knelt and pointed their weapons at “heckling" students 
■participating in an antiwar demonstration or whether 
they were officers. 


Chase Ends In Killing 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. (U PI)-K enneth Terry, 28, La­ 
fayette, was shot fatally early Friday by an occupant of a 
car which pursued Terry and a companion until their auto 
plunged into a ditch. Terry was wounded, by a shotgun 
blast, in the chest. He staggered to a, nearby porch, rang 
the doorbell and dropped dying to the floor as the attorney 
resident of the house went to the door in response to the 
bell. Police later picked up Jerry Johnson, 19, Lafayette, 
as Terry's companion in the car that ran into the ditch, 
and charged Johnson with conspiracy to commit the 
felony of bombing Police said Johnson and Terry sped off 
in a car shortly after an explosion ruined a car-towing 
wrecker parked in front of the home of Michael 
Weatherford on the city’s south side. The blast also 
shattered windows in the Weatherford house and garage. 
Three other persons in a second car pursued the one police 
said Johnson and Terry were riding in. They said one of 
the three got out of the car when Terry's car hit the ditch, 
and shot Terry. A rifle shot also was reported to have been 
fired from the second car. It hit a house nearby but 
nobody was hurt. Motive for the wrecker explosion was 
not learned 


Death Ruled Suicide 


CRAWFORDSVILLE, Ind 
(UPI) - The shooting 
death Wednesday of an Indiana state trooper was ruled 
Friday to be a case of suicide 
Montgomery County 
Coroner Russell Powers said Trooper Dany Henley, 30, 
died from a self-inflicted gunshot wound. Henley, Powers 
said, shot himself after enter ing his car in the dr iveway of 
his home here. Henley was off duty and was shot by his 
personal two-shot, 38-caliber Derringer. Henley is sur­ 
vived by the w idow and two small children. 


Fireman Suffer Injuries In Gary Fire

jured Friday in a fire that began when a spark from a 
welding torch was carried inside an industrial building 
through an exhaust system and ignited an asphalt spray.

The most remarkable aspect of the current election 
campaign is that although candidates were supposed to 
“learn something" from the experience of Watergate— 
that this would be a campaign of high order, dignity, and 
respectability — a campaign purged of unfair practices 
and so-called “Dirty tricks" — yet it has turned up some 
pretty astonishing examples of reckless charges, Lugar 
abandonment of truth, disregard of acceptable ethics., and 
greater moral pauperism than has been seen in a cam­ 
paign in recent years. 


Only yesterday two former high company officials 
have been jailed for illegal contributions to 1972 cam­ 
paigns of Wilbur Mills and Hubert Humphrey; yet 
questionable and large contributions still reportedly roll 
into coffers of those still seeking office. 


The Lugar-Bayh contest has deteriorated to very low 
state — with unconfirmed charges and countercharges 
flying so thick and fast no one can check them out. Mayor 
Lugar has been frustrated, it seems to me, in that he has 
had no opposition in this campaign. His opposition 
directed his fire first at Richard Nixon, then when that 
issue was no longer practical, the guns of Bayh were 
leveled on “big oil interests” in a most general fashion.

Largest consumer frauds on 
record 
are 
performed 
by 
governmental units, taking 
actions that would quickly land, 
citizens in jail. 
Setting the highest legal 
standards of conduct for in­ 
dividuals and business firms, 
government refuses to live up to 
the same requirements. One 
typical example is recent 
federal legislation enacted to 
govern private pension plans. 
It was long overdue, with 
many private pension plans 
underfinanced, 
subject 
to 
whims of employers, filled with 
loop-holes, and often only 
illusory. As the largest pension 
system in the world, Social 
Security should be required to 
live up to the same standards. It 
is underfinanced, with the 
government placing “I. O. U’s” 
in the till as fast as money is 
received, subject to the whims 
of Congress.and unfair 
to 
contributors. Benefits are not 
geared to participation, with 
those electing to work after age 
65 penalized over those who sit 
and rock. 
As 
a 
businessman, 
try 
charging for service you never 
perform. Yet, the Post Office 
Department does it everyday 
with impunity. Consumers paid 
more than $200 million last year 
for domestic air mail service, 
and frequently received slower 
delivery. “Special" in delivery 
usually means “delay.” 
The 3 cents extra paid for air 
mail stamps may slow delivery 
down, and does not assure 
transportation by air. The Post 
Office data, disclosed that 
overnight delivery on air mail 
letters were about one-third less 
than first class mail. Special 
treatment given to air mail 
tends to slow it down, taking it 
out of first class processing. 
Tod,ay, most first class mail is 
flown to the destination except 
for hauls of 250 miles or less. 
A “trust” is one of the highest 
legal obligations, and woe be 
unto a trustee violating one. Yet 
Congress invades the Highway 
Trust Fund, with little thought of 
legal consequences. Such funds 
are impounded, diverted, and 
unappropriated while highway 
construction lags and costs 
inflate. 
Both 
state 
and 
federal 
governments tax taxes, if not 
illegal at least immoral. State 
government is not exempt from 
practicing a little fraud oc­ 
casionally. 
We establish an 
Alcoholic 
Beverage 
Com­ 
mission to regulate the industy 
on behalf of consumers. Soon we 
find 
the 
consumers 
are 
“protected” from drinking too 
much by assuring the industry a 
profit, enforced by the state in 
violation of the law. 
We are told Constitutional 
amendments are needed to 
replace obsolete Justice of the 
Peace Courts and to establish 
qualifications 
for 
the 
Superintendent 
of 
Public 
Instruction, only to have the 
General Assembly duck both 
issues. They inform us the only

It is time to demand the same 
high standards of conduct by 
government as required of 
citizens, and repeal unenforced 
laws.
